It is usual to begin a new book with a preface,—and sometimes the 
preface is the only good chapter in the book.

YACHING AND ROWING. 


In this week’s issue \»e devote considerable space to Yachting and Row¬ 
ing, and shall in future make this a feature of The Field. 

Yachting is one of the most, if not the most healthful and invigorating 
sport in a long catalogue. 6 

What can be more pleasant and exciting than to sit in the stern sheets of 
a fast, 1 handsomely built and finished yacht, with one hand grasping the 
tiller, keeping her just “full," one eye cast aloft at the swelling canvas, 
and the other ahead to leeward, on the lookout for vessels, and ether 
obstacles. 

Where can we find a more beautiful sight, than that of a yacht under 
full sail; main sail, jib, jib-top-sail, gaff-topsail, all “bellied ” out with the 
wind, the water foaming before her bows, and rushing by to leeward 
How exhilarating lo feel the strong, fresh wind blowing against your 
cheeks, and how proud you feel when your boat comes in ahead in a re¬ 
gatta! 

It has always seemed strange to us, that with all the natural advantages 
which the West has, (the great Lakes we mean), there has never seemed to 
be a great deal of enthusiasm shown in this sport. 

There are few yachts here—let their owners meet at some future time and 
organize a club. They shall have our support and assistance in the organ¬ 
ization of such a club, and our columns are open for the reports of meet¬ 
ings and regattas. There seems to- he much more interest shown by 
western men in rowing than in yachting, and while we wish to see even 
more interest taken in this branch of aquatic sport, we desire more especially 
to see yachting to the fore. 

We are told that one great reason for the want of yachting enterprise on 
the Lakes is the fact that violent squalls arc apt to arise with scarcely a 
moment’s notice, and that this fact deters many from joining in the 
sport, y. 

We have been out in yachts, a long way from any land, with light sails 
all set, and have had heavy squalls come down on us like lightning, caus¬ 
ing the yacht to lay over fearfully, but have never been capsized, and 
should as soon think of not riding on the cars, because there are accidents, 
as to forego the pleasure of sailing because some careless person has been 
drowned. 

We hope that not far in the future, the waters of Lake Michigan will be 
so thickly dotted with the white sails of yachts, that an eastern man com¬ 
ing to Chicago, and seeing the lake, will imagine himself at Boston or 
New York. In our opinion, two-thirds of the accidents which happen to 
yachts are the results of carelessness in the management of the boat, or 
because the person in command does not understand the business. We 
will quote one instance of the latter, which occurred in Boston,—no acci. 
dent happened, but there might have been one, and it would have been 
another chance for the papers to croak about the "dangers of the deep.” 

A man hired a yacht at “The Dew Drop Inn,” (suggestive name). City 
Point, South Boston, and started out from the wharf. After gettinga’short 
distance out, it was noticed that the boat acted very strangely, flying up 
into the wind, and then falling off very suddenly, and on looking closely, 
it was seen that the man did not have hold of the tiller at all, and evidently 
did not know what to do. One of the boat-keepers sung out to him to 
keep the tiller up,” but he looked, and made no motion to grasp it; then 
they shouted to him to “ take hold of the rudder,” as he evidently did not 
understand what tho “ tiller ” was, but the rudder was to him a word with¬ 
out meaning. Finally they told him to “ take hold of that stick in the 
back of the boat, and turn it to the right side," which he did, and brought 
the boat to the wharf again, where he was ordered out lively. Now 
because such ignoramuses will persist in going to sail alone, shall 
others who do “know the ropes” be deterred from indulging in the 
sport? Because a man shoots himself from carelessness in handling 
his gun, it does not follow that others should be kept out of the 
field. 

We trust that the yacht owners of this city will begin at once to 
move in this matter, and evince some of the enterprise for which 
the shooting men of the West are so famous, and that ere the dose of 
the seasou we shall have a live yacht club in Chicago. 

Speak out gentlemen. Let us hear from you.

A DAY WITH THE NORTH WARWICKSHIRE.

REMINISCENCES OF THE EARLY PIONEERS. 

Adventures of Colonel Daniel Boane, one of the Original Settlers of 
Kentucky—Containing the Ware with the Indians on the Ohio, 
from 1769 to the year 1784, and the First Establishment 
and Progress of the Settlement on the. River. 

Written by Himself and Published iu the European Mujtarlne in 17 ‘«l l.

The hostile disposition of the savages caused General Clark, the 
Commandant at the Falls of Ohio, to march with his regiment and the 
armed force of the country against Peecaway, the principal town of 
the Shawanese. on a branch of the Great Miami, which he fulfilled with 
great success, took seventeen scalps, and burned the town to ashes, 
with the loss of seventeen men. About this time 1 returned to Ken- 
tucke with my family, for during my captivity, my wife, thinking me 
killed by the Indians, had transported my family and goods, on horses, 
through the wilderness, amidst many dangers, to her father’s house in 
North Carolina. The history of my difficulties, in going and return¬ 
ing. is too long to be inserted here. On the fitli of October, 1780. soon 
after my settling again at Boouesliol'ough, I went with my brother to 
the blue licks, and on our return, tie was shot, by a party of Indians, 
they followed me, by the scent of a dog, which 1 shot, and escaped. 
The severity of the winter caused great distress in Kentucke. the 
enemy, during the summer, having destroyed most of the corn. The 
inhabitants lived chiefly on buffaloes’ flesh, in spring. 1782, the In¬ 
dians harassed us. In May, they kilted one man at Ashton’s Station, 
and took a negro; Captain Ashton pursued themjwith twenty five men 
and in an engagement which lasted two hours. Ids party wiis obliged 
to retreat, having eight killed, and four mortally wounded; their 
brave commander fell in the action. August 10th. two boys were car¬ 
ried off from Major Hoy’s station. Capt. Holder pursued with seven¬ 
teen men; they were also defeated, and lost four, and one wounded. 
Our affairs became more and more alarming. The savages infested 
the country, killing men at every opportunity. In a Held near Lex¬ 
ington, an Indian shot a man, and running to scalp him, was himself 
shot, from the fort, and fell dead upon Ids cueniv. All the Indian na¬ 
tions were now united against us. August 15th 500 Indians and Can¬ 
adians came against Briants Station, five miles from Lexington- they 
assaulted the Tort, and killed all Hie cattle round it. but being repulsed 
they retired the third day. having about thirty killed, their wounded 
uncertain: the garrison had four killed and three wounded. August 
18th, Col. Todd, Col. Trigg. Major llarlauil and myself speedily col¬ 
lected one hundred and seventy-six men, well armed, and pursued the 
savages. They had marched beyond the blue licks, to a remarkable 
bend of the main fork of the Licking river, about forty-three miles 
from Lexington, when we overtook them on the 19th. The savages 
observing iik, gave way, and we. ignorant of their numbers, passed the 
river. When they saw our proceedings, having great 1 v the advantage 
iu position, they formed their line of battle from one end of the Lick¬ 
ing to the other, about a mile from the blue licks. The battle was 
exceedingly fierce for about fifteen minutes, when we, being over¬ 
powered by numbers, were obliged t.o retreat, witli the loss of sixtv- 
seven men, seven of whom were taken prisoners. The brave and 
much lamented Colonels Todd and Trigg, Major Harland, and mv se¬ 
cond son were among the dead. We were afterwards told that the In¬ 
dians on numbering their dead, finding that they had four more killed 
than we, four of our people they had taken were given up to their

He 
was only tried for “ having in possession,” or he would probably have 
had a much larger fine to pay. Henry is a German, and does not be- 
lieye in most of the laws of this country; and when he was informed 
that bis fine and the costs of suit amounted to $28.35, he used some 
very profane language. There are three or four more cases to be tried 
during the present week, and I will let the readers of the Field and 
Stream know the result, at the earliest moment, as 1 think all of them 
at least those In this State, are Interested. The Carlinville Club is go¬ 
ing to let the violators of the gamelawknow that they mean “business” 
no matter how disreputble they may think it is to be informing upon 

anybody “ for only killing a few d-d prairie chickens.” One of the 

violators, I am sorry to say, was one of the charter members of the 
Club, but we’ll oust him in short order. 

Last Saturday morning, every man or boy who had a gun, was out 
by daybreak, and the number of chickens killed by those residing in 
town, was estimated at from 200 to 250. 

OurClub is about to fit up a suite of rooms, and start a sportsmen’s li¬ 
brary and reading room; and will also endeavor to get up a fine col¬ 
lection of “stuffed game." Messrs. Burton, Walker, Matthews, Craig and 
Koester have promised to donate enough to give us a good start in the 
line of pictures and specimens. 

We are glad to hear of the success of the Field and Stream, and 
now that it will appear weekly, we bespeak for it greater success than 
ever.

PICTON AS A SUMMER RESORT. 

From n private letter we are permitted to make a few extracts concerning 
the country in the vicinity of Picton, Ont., which will perhaps interest 
some of our readers who desire to spend the “heated term” away from the 
“ busy haunts of men." * * * “I was to drop you a line in New York 
city, I believe. Why did 1 not ? Well, we were very busy at Bellville, 
so busy indeed, that we could not get lime for that beautiful Black Bass 
fishing I was talking of, with the exception of two hours one evening, 
when half a dozen of us caught over sixty fish—Bass, of two kinds; Perch 
and Sunfish, not far from the Institution wharf. We were a goodly num¬ 
ber of us, quartered upon citizens of Bellville, and though very grateful 
for their hospitality, thus wasted many an hour, it being two miles from 
the Institution to the town, when we ought to have been playing our hooks. 
The sessions began at 9:30 in the morning, and had we stopped at the In¬ 
stitution could have put in two or three hours every morning on the Bay, 
whereas what we did do was to lie and snooze—these Eanucks do not 
breakfast till 8:30, and it is a close thing to make that when one does not 
go to bed before one o'clock. The sessions of the Convention were two 
and sometimes three a day. The people of Bellville turned out for us, and 
spent one evening giving us speeches of congratulation, till 12:30. They 
all did want to make speeches to much, and they proposed sentiments 
without end, and to each one we had from two to eight speakers. They 
then furnished a supper. Of course I did not eat anything at such a late 
hour,— too wite, —“family man,” etc. 

Several committees waited on the Convention, with speeches and re¬ 
marks of congratulation. The whole thing wound up with a picnic to a 
point on Lake Ontario. First a steamer ride down the Bay of Quiute to a 
place called Picton, about twenty-five miles. From there we were driven 
in vehicles, (gathered from far and near), throught cn miles of as fine agri-

north side of the banks, we found plenty of snow. We were informed 
that these vast banks had accumulated with a comparatively short space 
of time. One man said that he had seen a farm house and garden spot 
where now all is waste, within ten years. The explanation is, that the 
sand is blown over the vast ice piles which form on the shores of our 
great Lakes during the winter, and proves a good non-conductor. It iB 
making quite rapid encroachments on the forest, (in which, by the by, we 
had a beautiful dinner), and leaves marks of its devastation in stumps of 
leafless trees, which have been cut by the farmers after being killed by the 
Band. ' 

It was quite a contrast to turn from the bank to Lake Ontario, and find 
the water beautiful for bathing. I never found such a splendid place for 
any one to spend a summer: beautiful scenery, cool weather, magnificent 
fishing and Bafe Bailing. Quiet, retired and cheap. Board in private fam¬ 
ilies at $2.50 a week; and only $8.60 in the best hotels! Let any who want¬ 
ed to leave the world and climb a tree, go to Picton, and out from there 
into the country and the beautiful peninsula called Prince Edwards, and 
1 if a suitable place can not be found I miss my guess very decidedly.” 


PROSPECTS IN WISCONSIN. 

To the Editor op the Field and Stream:— The season for Pin¬ 
nated Grouse (prairie liens) opened very propitiously,on Saturday,Aug. 
15th. Many sportsmen wore awaiting the day with anxiety, and on 
the previous evening not a few guns were carefully prepared for the 
next day’s sport. The majority bagged goodly numbers of Grouse, 
and report them more plentiful this season than for years before. 
This is due in a great measure, to the watchfulness of prominent 
sportsmen, and the offering of rewards for information sufficient to 
convict any person of Bhooting them unlawfully. 

Montello is the centre of a large game reserve, and also a close 
point to some of the best fishing localities. Any one wishing to 
secure a season’s fine shooting will find here an excellent point, as the 
town contains numerous congenial spirits, who are on the alert to take 
a day s recreation with any true sportsman. The best route for west- 
ern sportsmen is direct from Chicago to Milwaukee, and from thence 
to Portage City, the northern terminus of the line. A drive of twenty 
miles north then brings you to Montello, and the choice sporting 
grounds lay in each direction. 

September 1st will see many more eager sportsmen donning their 
Bhooting habilaments for the rice fields, and lagoons in quest of Mal¬ 
lard, Wood duck, and Teal. From all appearances a splendid season 
is in waiting for the lovers of the fnscinatsng sport of “ duck shoot¬

SEASON PROSPECTS IN KANSAS. 

Burlington, Kansas, Aug. 10th, 1874. 
To the Editor op The Field and Stream.— There has been but 
little to write about lately. The weather has been so hot since the 
1 st, (the time our law was off on Grouse,) that we have done but little 
shooting. Eighteen is the highest bag I have heard of. The heat 
has averaged 105 degrees in the shade for the last ten days, but we are 
ill hopes of cooler weather. The prairie's will burn now if set on fire. 
Last spring was dry and a good time to hatch, but the firss were late 
and burned up a great many eggs and young birds, so that there are a 
great many birds too small to shoot. The prairies being burned off 
so late and being so dry made the birds an easy prey for hawks and 
other enemies. On the third of this month I saw, in going across a 
wheat stubble, a dove’s nest on the ground with two eggs in it. I did 
not know that they raised two broods in one year. 1 think this is an 
exception to the ride, Wishing you much success in issuing vour pa¬ 
per in weekly numbers, I am, Your’s, Frank Walker. 

In England the Bhooting prospects are not flattering. The accounts 
from the moors are far from satisfactory. Reports from Dumfries¬ 
shire are good. Partridges are everywhere reported plenty. From 
Norfolk, Suffolk, Cambridgeshire, Wilts. Surry and Sussex excellent 
reports are returned of partridges. Hares are plenty, and pheasants, 
especially tame bred ones, have done well. 

Our Rockford correspondent, says:—Grouse are splendid this year, 
the stubble is full of them, and with the near approach of the 15th, 1 
hear the sounds of preparation. A great many sportsmen go to other 
parts for Grouse, but we have very acceptable shooting dose by. 
With a good dog and gun. you can bag 30 to 40 in ajday, within ten 
miles of this city. 

The shooting season was opened in Albert Lee, Minn., by the citi¬ 
zens in a grand chicken shoot, divided into two parties of 15 each, 
commanded by Messrs. Frank Hill, and W. J. Martin, the losing side 
to pay for supper for all. Hall’s side bagged 610 birds, Martin’s 403; 
total 979. 

Mr. Geo. Russell, of London, England, will shoot a match with any 
gentleman at 100 birds, 50 at 30 yards, and 50 at 35 yards rise, for £50 
or £100 a side, and the championship of the world.

THE CHICAGO TOURNAMENT. 

The Shooting Tournament at Dexter Park, began on Tuesday, the 
lltli Inst., under the management of Messrs. S. H. Turrill and Abner 
Price. Cash prizes amounting to $2,500 were given. There were seventy- 
six entries the first day, which is the largest ever known at 
a shoot. Crack shots from several States were present, among whom 
were: Horace Silsby, of Seneca Falls, N. Y.; Pheatt, of Toledo; 
Ruble and Sherman, of Beloit, Wis.; Ireland, of Brooklyn; and 
many others of like prominence. These, in conjunction with leading 
marksmen of the Kennicott, Prairie and Gun Clubs, of this city, 
formed a held, such as has never before been gathered together.

OUR SPANIELS. 

The Spaniel, as a sporting dog, is not used as much as it would lie. 
if more generally known. It is a dog which, when properly broken, 
oflords a great deal of sport, and in a heavily wooded country, or one 
thickly interspersed with briars, would till the bag far more suc¬ 
cessfully than the Setter, 1 am speaking now of quail, not of cock. 
If Spaniels were more generally used we should not he apt to see in 
the papers so many inquiries as to whether quail withhold their scent 
or not, for once a bevy found and marked tiie Spaniel would never 
miss one, scent or no scent, as he is a most indefatigable limiter, and 
does not miss one inch of ground in a circle of twenty-five yards round 
tiie shooter. It is, one might almost say, another kind of sport, fot' it 
keeps a man continually on tiie gui vive. With the Setter we have 
time, if we choose, to smoke a cigar or eat our lunch, if we take any. 
. and then sauuter up and take a pot shot at any bird wc may fancy as 
they fly oil - whether we bag it or not, but with the Spaniel we have to 
■ tie always on the watch, no time there to put your pipe or cigar the 
other side of your mouth to allow of your gun coining up comfortahh 
to your shoulder, but one yelp right or left, perhaps at your back, as 
the'ease may be, a whir-r-r-r ami presto! gone—may lie in your bag. 

| may be not. It takes a much better shot to kill a quail to a Spaniel, 
j than to a Setter, for with the Spaniel the bird does not fly oil' as lels- 
j urely as he has a chance to do with the Setter, hut goes 2:40 from the 
start. It certaiuly is not tiie dog for gentlemen sportsmen who are 
fond of their ease even in their sports, who think they ought to lie 
t able to sit on the fence while their dogs go happy—go lucky—all over 
the field, and come out of it to repeat the performance elsewhere, or 
even for one who prefers riding on horse-back so that his dogs may 
range over a wide space of country, missing and leaving perhaps a 
dozen bevies behind him, that he has passed may lie within twenty 
yards of, hut for one who loves being with iiis dogs ami having them 
under good control, it is a glorious sport, and for a big bag except in 
a very open country. 1 believe the Spaniel will hold his own, aud 
with a good shot generally beat tiie Setter, for once find a bevy and ii 
is virtually your owu. for wherever a rabbit can go a Spaniel can, and 
1 will venture to say that if anybody goes once after a liace of well 
broken Sussex or bluinber Spaniels he will want logo again. 

To sum up it requires well broken dogs, a fair sprinklilig of game, a 
[ knowledge of their haunts, and a good shot to thoroughly enjoy the 
sport of shooting over Spaniels. Long may they flourish. 


RETRIEVERS. 

Tu the Editor of The Field and Stream.-AIIow mu to say a won I 
on the “ retriever” controversy. My experience in shooting over dogs 
began many years ago, at the Military parks in the north-west. I 
know that tiie opinion was then entertained by some of the best and 
most experienced sportsmen, that-retrieving unfitted the pointer or 
setter, to some degree, tor his other work. 1 remember that one rea¬ 
son given was, that the nose of the dog, in the act of fetching, became 
filled with tiie scent of the bird, so as to be less sensitive to that of 
living game. This may be fanciful, and against it will undoubtedly 

be urged the instances in which a dog has stopped uuil pointed fresii 
game with a dead bird in bis mouth. 1 think it might be quite pos¬ 
sible that a dog should do this, under favorable circumstances, aud yet 
tiie objection I mention, be a valid one. I can well believe that a dog 
with a dead bird in his mouth might not perceive ascent which other¬ 
wise he would notice at once—aud thus the dulling ettect upon Ids 
nose might remain for a good while sufficiently strong to obscure a 
faint scent from fresii birds. At any rate, this was the opinion of •rood 
sportsmen in the old days, and 1 am of the opinion that all wlni^can 
afford themselves the luxury of a retriever, pure anil simple, had bet¬ 
ter do so, and keep their pointers and setters to their properwork 
“ Ne autor ultra erspidom”—Jack of ail trades, Ac,, Ac. All which | 
submit in no dogmatic spirit, aud without being unduly set in regard 
to the point. ' y
